Minnesota to H ave Another Congress­ 
man. 


Washington, Ja n .2.— Minnesota w ill 
gain one m em ber in tin house of rep­ 
resentatives under the terms of the ap­ 
portionment act to be reported about 
the middle or January. 
The state’s 
delegation w ill be increased from nine 
to ten members. South Dakota’s repre­ 
sentation w ill be increased from two 
to three, w hile that of North Dakota 
w ill remain as at present, two mem­ 
bers.

Accidental 
Explosion 
of 
Dynamite 
Near Fargo.

account of the extraordinary expenses 
for the Panama canal. 
The beginning of 1911 finds that de­ 
ficit reduced to $6,000,000 and tho to­ 
tal deficit, including Panam a expendi­ 
tures, reduced to almost $26,000,000 
on all accounts— practically half of 
what It was a year ago.
